basement floor, as one enters the building, 
there is a stairway leadinc: by a series of 
short^staird and landings to the top of tbe 
building, making a right-angled instead of a 
spiral staircase, Tmd forming a sort of well 
about ten feat, square from the roof to the 
basement floor, which is used mainly as a 
play-room, and flagged with stone. 


While ."Uiss Whitney was striving to re- 


turn, the children curne rushing down the 
stairs in accumulating masses, until the 
stairway was choked up; the outer door 
communicating with thc street being locked, 
as is the custom, we believe, during school 
hours. 
The pressure from above, however, 


still increased, and then followed a scene of 
horror which no imagination can adequate- 
ly conceive nor language describe. 
The ba- 


lusters which guard the staircase gave way, 
first near the bottom, and then the adjacent 
rails, being proportionably weakened, gave 
way from step to step, aad stuir to stair, 
and were precipitated wiih the poor distract- 
ed and suffocating creatures, who were 
crushed against them, headlong into thc pic 
beneath, already crowded to suffocation with 
those who had been first to reach tbe bot- 
tom of the stairs, in their attempt to escape 
to tbe street. Unappalled by the spectacle 
before them, the children from above— 
there were one. tliousiind ciylti hundred and 
fifty-one in tlin built/iny, precisely the num- 
ber of years since the birth of Him who first 
proclaimed to "these little ones" that of 
such is the Kingdom of Heaven—came 
pouring down from above, crowding those 
before them off the staircase into tbe pit be- 
low, which was rapidly filling with tbe bod- 
ies of the wounded, the suffocating, the dy- 
ing, and the dead. 


The sight, of all these horrors sac-me-l on- 


ly to aggravate the terrors and tbe despera- 
tion of those who witnessed them; and be- 
fore any check could be given to the tor- 
rent of ueath, the area or pit we have de- 
scribed was filled with human bodies from 
the basement, to the third step of tbe stair 
rising from the second fl oor. 
There lay 


fourteen square feet of human bodies, which 
fifteen minutes before were animated by 
cheerful aud happy hearts, now perishing 
with braises and suffocation. 
J5ut this was 


not the only gate of death opened to these 
poor terror-stricken creatures. 
Many, find- 


ing their escape by the front door cut off. tried 
to escape by the back way, where also, by 
suffocation, one or two perished. 
Others 


leaped from the windows and were danger- 
ously wounded. 
An alarm 
soon spread 


through the street that the school was ou fire.
